of surrender. 


As an evidence that the surrender was 


kept from the rebel army as long as possi- 
ble the colonel detailed an encounter with 
a rebel squad on his return to the main 
line. He was stopped by a rebel 
officer 


to whom he told his situation and the lat- 
ter was glad to hear of the surrender ne- 
gotiations.

under my command:

plantations will be -considered and respected, 
provided no work is given to any able-bodied 
laborer, nor the operations of grinding com- 
menced.

nor forces located in the same for tbeir pro- 
tection. 


Third—A term of 10 days, to expire on the 


I-Th inst., is heroby granted for the suspension 
of all works, if commenced; tho destruction of 
the fortifications which may exist;, and the 
withdrawal of troops, if any, from eame. 


Fourth—Those who contravene this order 


will be severely punished, and their buildings 
and cane fields reduced to ashes.

them safe conduct for the inward passage. 
A second dispatch hoat will be attached 
'to the boats of each of the respective em- 
bassies. 


Decisive Moves. 


The Chronicle this morning expresses 


the opinion that the presence of United 
States Ambassador Bayard at the foreign, 
otlice yesterday indicates a desire on the 
part of the United States government to 
juin in the Kuropean concert, for the pur- 
pose of aiding in the suppression of the 
present Armenian difficulty and assisting 
in the restoration of peace in the Turkish 
empire. 


A dispatch from Washington states that 


the U. S, warship Minneapolis has been 
ordered to join the European squadron 
immediately, doubtless on account of the 
Turkish situation. She is now in Ameri- 
can waters. 


The orders to Captain Wadleigh of tho 


Minncapoiis.are to report to Adruiral Sel- 
fridge upon reaching Gibraltar, but unless 
the admiral issues other orders by that 
time the ship will make Sinyrun her des- 
tination. This point is believed to be as 
near as a warship can get to the American 
mission stations believed by the mission- 
ary boards in this country -to be endan- 
gered by the general 
uprising of the 


Mussulmans in Asia Minor. 


While the state department authorities 


felt that; due precautions jmti fceen taken 
in the ordering of two vessels—the San 
Francisco and the Marblehead—to this 
coast, still a point .was yielded to make 
the sufety of tho missionaries additionally 
secure, and after advising with Minister 
Terrell, the orders to the Minneapolis 
were forwarded. She is now at Norfolk 
in perfect condition, but needs to take on 
additional stores nnd coal to bejrin her 
5000-mile voyage from Norfolk to Smyrna. 


Americans >"ot Molested. 


According to Turkish accounts, the Ar- 


menians provoked the disturbances at 
Marsovau, and it is also said that the 
American missionaries there were not in 
anv wav molested. 


Reports received, here from the interior 


of Asia Minor announce fresh conversions 
of Armenian women and children to Is- 
lamism. 


The concentrating of Turkish troops at 


Marash for the advance upon Zeitoun, 
which is still held by the Armenians in 
strong force, continues as actively as pos- 
sible under the circumstances. ' The com- 
manding general declares that unless the 
Armenians of Zeitoun and its vicinity are 
subjugated within a fortnight, the cam- 
paign is likely to be both protracted and 
difficult, as heavy snows and bad roads 
may shortly be expected to hinder the 
operations of the troops. 


Advices from Aleppo say that all the 


American citizens at Aintab, Orfah and 
Mardin are safe'under the protection of 
the Turkish authorities of the places men- 
tioned. The Turks, it now appears, ore 
really taking steps to protect life and pro- 
perty. 
Fleadlnc For Aid, 


Armenian refugees who have arrived 


here from the different provinces from 
which they fled at the time of the 
recent 
massacre 
have petitioned the 


patriarch to assist their co-religionists 
who were unable to get away, saying that 
famine is threatening their country, and 
tbat the most terrible sufferings may be 
anticipated when the cold weather sets in, 
as thousands of Armenian families are 
without shelter, the result of the destruc- 
tion of their homes by the Turks. The 
Armenians ask the patriarch to appeal 
to tho different countries of Europe for 
money, food and clothing, . as it seems 
next to impossible for the Turkish govern- 
ment to do anything in the way of assist- 
ing the distressed people. 


There has been some sharp exchange of 


messages recently between the Armenian 
patriarch, the Turkish ministers and the 
foreign ambassadors. 
The patriarch was 


desirous of calling in person upon the 
minister of the interior or other govern- 
ment officials for the purpose of placing 
certain complaints bcfore-them and in or- 
der to tender his services in the work of 
relief and reform. But, it appears, the 
Turkish officials positively refused to re- 
ceive him iu audience until he published 
an encyclical condemning the alleged in- 
trigues and demands of the Armenians. 


As it has been demonstrated that; the 


Turks in the great majority of cases were 
to blame for the massacres, and as the 
sultan has agreed to tlie scheme of re- 
forms for Armenia insisted upon by the 
powers as the result of an investigation 
upon the part of their representatives into 
the actual condition of Armenia, the pa- 
triarch was unable to issue such an en- 
cyclical, for it would practically have ad- 
mitted that the demands of the Arme- 
nians were not justified, and would, it 
is believed, have considerably hindered 
the work of reform. 


Consequently tlie patriarch made an ap- 


peal to the ambassadors, and placed before 
them the strongest evidence he could pro- 
cure regarding the massacres which have 
recently occurred, and begged them to use 
their influence in order to put an endto 
this situation of affairs. 


He was assured that everything possible 


under the circumstances would lie and 
was being done, but the patriarch was in- . 
formed evidence had been furnished which 
established beyond any reasonable doubt 
the fact that tue agents of tlie Armenian 
revolutionary committee had boon actively 
at worK inditing tne Armenians against 
Turkish rule, and that the Armenians 
Themselves were to blame for a number of 
the outbreaks which had occurred, al- 
though this did not justify the bloody re- 
ventie afterward taken by the Turks. 


The police are not making so many ar-1 


ests. and a number of Armenians have 
been released from the different prisons 
where thev have been confined for some 


time post. The reason given for their un- 
expected release is that the police have not 
been able to llnd evidence against them 
which would, justify their further incar- 
ceration. 


The released prisoners make the most 


startling statements as to their treatment 
while in custody, and tell horrible tales 
of the filthy and overcrowded condition of 
the Turkish prisons. They say they were 
barely given enough food to keep body 
and soul together, and that they were 
beaten and otherwise tortured daily in or- 
der to compel them to betray what they 
knew of the organization of the Arme- 
nian revolutionary committee. But, they 
add, all these efforts to make them trait- 
ors were in vain. 


Russian Guards1 Good Work. 


A dispatch from Odessa says that it is 


stated from Kars, which is located 100 
miles northeast of Erzroom, that thu Rus- 
sian frontier guards have killed or cap- 
tured' numerous Kurds who have been 
engaged in pursuing Armenians trying 
to escape. 
Three Americans who have 


just arrived at Kars state that they are 
the sole survivors of an Armenian viV.ago 
which numbered 1000 inhabitants before 
the massacres.

Tho Pennsylvania senator knows as 


well as anybody that the actual expendi- 
tures on such gigantic schemes may al- 
ways be safely expected to r,uu twice as 
high as tho estimates. Moreover, ho has 
plenty of other projects in reserve, on 
which he has not taken the time to fig- 
ure. 
For ono thing, he is "in favor of 


constructing a ship canal between Phil- 
adelphia and Xew York." Finally, he 
ie "in favor of improving all the har- 
bors along tha Atlantic coast. " He said 
further thnt "he was in favor of making 
theso. improvements nn issue in the next 
campaign, and that such a plank would 
undoubtedly be inserted in tho next Re- 
publican national platform." 


Here aro schemes enough to uso up 


hundreds of millions of dollars. Where 
shall tho mcuoy bo got? "To raise the 
revenues for 
those improvements ho 


would increase the tariff on a few ar- 
ticles, which would in no way interfere 
with tho iudnstries of this country." In 
other words, the representative of the 
high protection policy proposes to launch 
out into vast projects of expenditure for 
tho sole purpose of furnishing an excuse 
for "increasing tho tariff on a few ar- 
ticles." The necessity of devising new 
outgoes is impressed upon him by the 
certainty that tho government receipts 
under the present low tariff "will soon 
meet its expenditures, and by the dis- 
covery that tho immense total of pension 
payments has reached its maximum and 
must hereafter diminish. 
Unless some 


new scheme for spending money is found 
before the next president is inaugurated, 
"tho free trade tariff" will be produc- 
ing all tho money needed to conduct the 
government, and thero will bo no excuse 
for overhauling tho scale of duties with 
a view of marking them up. 


The Pennsylvania boss is to be com- 


mended for his frankness and prompt- 
ness in formulating a new issue for his 
party. He recognizes clearly the neces- 
sity of offering some excuse for asking 
tho people to raise tho tariff, aud he has 
devised n scheme of "liberal appropria- 
tions," which may safely bo guaranteed 
to lisa up all the money that even a Mc- 
Kinley could provide. How the taxpay- 
ers will like tho idea of furnishing some 
hundreds of millions for tho benefit of 
those interested in n few lines of man- 
ufacturing remains to ba seen.—New 
York Post.

Other Caao, That of a Woman, Known 
to Be In £xie>t<mce—Hands and Fo&£ £o- 
markably Affected. 


John M. Molansky, a Polish Jew of 10 


Bayard street, New STork, was discovered 
to bn'suHering from a strange and rare 
disease known to medical science as "ac- 
romegaly," an affection attended with en- 
largement of all proportions of the body, 
such as the hands', feet, ohin, nose, lips 
and ears. 
The victim gradually comes to 


resemble an ape, and the disease is hold 
by some to be a reversion from the human 
to the monkey type. 


While the case is not without precedent, 


it is yob so eitremely rare in many of its 
features that in all the medical colleges 
and clinics of the city the "Molansky 
case," as it is now called, in a toplo of fre- 
quent discussion. 


Jlr. Molansky feels .bis misfortune in- 


tensely and abhors the notoriety which 
the publicity of his strange malady has 
gained for him. It is for this reason that 
medical mon, skilled and learned in nerv- 
ous disorders, have beon unable to exam- 
ine tho victim and give the case that at- 
tention whioh, in the interests of science, 
they desire to accord it. 
. Thus far Mr. Molansky has beon exam- 
ined by only a physician and a dentist, 
and he refuses to sew or even converse with 
other physicians. The other day a well 
known physician called upon him, being 
accompanied by llm. Molansky. 
This 


physician is an authority on nervous dis- 
orders and familiar with the well devel- 
oped example of. aoromogaly at tho Monte- 
flore Homo For Chronic Invalids in the 
person of Mrs. Hanson. 


Mrs. Molansky was very ansions that 


the physician should examine her lius- 
band. Molansky was found in his cracker 
manufactory, but even before the physi- 
cian spoke to him he seemed very anxious 
to avoid observation, retreating to the 
darkest corner of the store the moment the 
outer door was opened to admit the visit- 
ors. 
Even aft.er the object of the call was 


explained to him he continued to glare 
surlily at his visitors, holding his hands 
behind his back and turning his face away 
as much as possible. 


Tho physician explained to him that he 


had attended Mrs. Hanson and was per- 
fectly familiar with her case, and that; if 
Mr. Molansky would submit to a brief ex- 
amination for the purposes of comparison 
it might result in tho more intelligent 
treatment of both. 


"Is she your patient?" asked Molansky 


suddenly. His voice was thick and gur,- 
tural, and his articulation was evidently 
labored. 


"She was my patient," responded the 


doctor. 


"Well, then," exclaimed Molansky in a 


quick burst of anger, "treat your own pa- 
tlenr, for I'm no patient of yours." • 


As he spoke, however, he extended his 


arms in a passionate gesture, and the doc- 
tor noted their extreme longthj__When they 
fell back to his side, they appeared to reach 
fully to his knees. 
The hands were ab- 


normally large, having a swollen appear- 
ance, but thoy possessed one inconsistency 
in relation fco tho theory of acromegaly— 
the fingers soemed to taper, apelike, rather 
than to bo, as the discoverer of that dis- 
ease, Dr. Pierre Mario, terms them, "bat- 
tledoors," or "spado shaped." 


It was plain, despite his efforts to hide 


his face, that several features consistent 
with ncromcgaly and several features in- 
consistent existed. The orbital ridges were 
very projecting—a consistency—but there 
was a palpably greater growth on one side 
of the face than on the other—an inconsist- 
ency. The abnormal growth, especially 
about the mouth, in typical cases of acro- 
rncgaly are presumed to be uniform, but 
in Molansky this is not so. 


The feet, incased in shoes, look so large 


as to bo far out of proportion to his height 
and weight, whilo the shoulders have a 
stoop that is said to become more pro- 
nounced each day. As for tho lips, they 
have grown rapidly, and now, despite the 
heavy beard whioh ho wears, the lips can 
be seen to bo bulging in their contour. 


.Dr. , Franklin, house surgeon at 
the 


Montefloro homo, under whoso charge 
Mrs. 
Hanson has boon for a number of 


years, is very much interested in Molan- 
sky's case. Ho said: 


"From what I have learned of this case 


it strikingly resembles that of Mrs. Han- 
son, 
except there does not appear to bo the 


uniformity in the abnormal growths. Mrs. 
Hanson has the most typical COSFI of aoro- 
mcgaly now known to medical science. 
No cure for the disease is known. All 
that can be done is to arrest its course. 
This has often been done. 


"In the case of Mrs. Hanson the hands 


and feet present tho appearance of ele- 
phantiasis, but pressure shows the increase 
is duo to thickening of the bones. The 
phalanges of the fingers and toes and also 
of tho bones of the hands and feet are 
enormously thickened and certainly a lit- 
tle lengthened. Tho bones of the thigh 
and the arm proper are certainly hypertro- 
phied. 


"The cranial vault shows no deformity. 


There is ono difference which has beon no- 
ticed in the case of Molansky from that of 
Mrs. Hanson and ir. the cases reported by 
such physicians as Krb, VLrchow, Willces, 
Hadley and Adlor, and that is that his 
hands and fingers both appear to bo con- 
siderably lengthened. 


"I have been told that Molansky's face 


is altered in an extraordinary manner. It 
is lengthened from above downward. Tho 
upper law Is thickened and markedly 
prognathous, so that the face takes the 
shape of an elongated oval, projecting or- 
bital ridges surrounding thickened lids 
and prominent eyeballs, the latter appear- 
ing too small; a relatively low forehead, 
decidedly retreating. This description, it 
may be noted, corresponds exactly with 
cases cited by Marie,"—New iTork Jour-

•X, Nov. 21.—The Evening News 


publishes a letter trom Quetta, Beloochis- 
tan, near the Afghanistan frontier, which 
states that the Ameer o£ Afghanistan is 
greatly annoyed at the failure of Nazrul- 
lah Khan, his second son, to arrange for a 
permanent Afghanistan representative at 
London during his recent visit to Eng- 
land. 


In consequence of the rage of the Ameer 


of Afghanistan, many persons have been 
burned alive, a great number oC his sub- 
jects have been imprisoned, while many 
others liavo fled from the country. A 
notable named Kotwal, who accompanied 
Prince Nazrullah ou tho occasion of Ills 
visit to England, is to be tortured as soon 
as he arrives at Cabul. It is expected that 
Nazrullah Khan himself will be punished, 
and that possibly he will be banished 
from Af ghanistan. 


The visit of Nazrullah Khan, the second 


son of the Ameer of Afghanistan, was 
one of the features of social and political 
life in London last summer. The ameer 
himself was invited to pay a visit to the 
Queen o! England, but his health would 
not permit him to accept the invitation. 
At first it was proposed that his eldest 
son, 
Priuce Habbibullah, should go to 


England instead, but the ameer, having 
virtually handed over the reins of govern- 
ment to the heir-apparent, decided that he 
could not allow him to leave CabuL 


No Expense Spared. 


The-duty of representing the Ameer of 


Afghanistan then devolved upon the sec- 
ond son, Prince Nazrullah. No expense 
was spared in selecting presents for tho 
royalties of Europe, fully two lakahs of 
rupees being expended at Cashmere for 
the purchase of rich shawls and other 
costly presents. In addition to this, larga 
sums were paid out for the purpose of 
-giving all the crowd o£ his son's followers 
suits of clothing and money suitable :o

It was expected upon his return to Af- 


| ghanistiia that he would wed the daughter 


j of a wealthy chief. But this part of tho 


j program seems to have been disarranged, 


I owing tc> the disfavor existing because of 


thu failure of the political end of his mis- 
sion.

his few weeks' visit to London cost tho 
English government £SSOO for entertain- 
ments and traveling expenses, exclusive 
of the largo bills brought iu by the proprie- 
tors of lite hotels where the prince stopped 
because of the peculiar methods of the 90 
natives of his suite, some of them even 
persisting in killing and preparing at the 
rooms of the hotels after the manner of 
the Afghanistans, the animals intended 
for food for their royal master.
